| who must post bond to guarantee 
‘that the refund in turn is paid to 
distributors and dealers, and which 
be returned to the 


On account of the fight that was 


|made in Congress against the bond- 


ing provision of the refund act, the 
government undoubtedly anticipates 
a large number of refusals on the 
part of manufacturers to comply 
the drastic regulations set 
the bureau. 

In other words, the regulations, 
as drafted by the legal division of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, and 
approved by Secretary Mellon, have 
been made so difficult that it is 
expected here that many manufac- 
turers will forego all claims to re- 
fund. 

The regulations issued today by 
the bureau cite the act approved 
by Congress February 28 last, in 
Which it is specified that no part 
of the appropriation for the refund 
shall be made available “unless the 
commissioner of internal revenue

The “ar term Factor 


— compulsory insurance first came in for general | 
discussion and finally in Massachusetts for actual | 
experiment, the Automotive Daily News pointed out a defi- 
nite possibility of danger in this type of legislation. We 
believed then and still firmly hold the opinion that any law, 
of this kind, while it might protect the financial interests of | 
a small minority of accident victims, might also increase 
the accident toll by tending to relax the care which a sense, 
of financial responsibility must obviously cultivate. The first; 
returns from Massachusetts under the compulsory insurance | 
regime tend to confirm this opinion. In the first two months | 
of the law’s operation accidents increased 20-odd per cent. | 
in spite of the fact that there were 10 per cent. fewer cars on | 
the road than last year when insurance was a matter of indi-| 
vidual initiative. 

Stripped of technicality, this simply means that the| 
average driver who has not been carr ying liability insurance; 
has been exercising additional care simply because he has} 
realized that in case of accident he is under a financial} 
responsibility. Relieved of this fear, the driver has relaxed | 
his hold over his natural carelessness. 

It would be unfair to judge the Massachusetts law after 
only two months of operation, but certainly the early returns 
give advocates of compulsory insurance nothing to jubilate| 
over. | 

It may be asked, “How are we to find any method of 
controlling drivers which will increase their natural caution, 
instead of relaxing it?’ The question is a perfectly fair one. 
We know of no method that has actually been tried, except 
stricter enforcement of the laws. Within the last few months, 
however, there have been offered devices for us on the car 
which would certainly tend to increase the driver’s eare rather 
than diminish it. Understand, the Automotive Daily News|} 
knows nothing about these devices, whether they are effi-| 
cient or even effective, but the principle behind them would 
tend to discourage carelessness, and certainly this shows that 
corrective measures are not impossible of realization. 

One of the devices referred to is an attachment for 
fastening the front license plate to the bumper. When the 
bumper strikes any obstruction this holder opens and the 
plate falls to the ground. This is intended to put a stop 
io the operations of the “hit-and-run driver” by forcing 
every one to stop and replace the number plate when an 
accident of any kind has occurred. The other device is an 
illumination of the number plates so as to give them real 
visibility at night. This would make it difficult for a driver 
involved in an accident to escape under cover of darkness 
without having his license number taken. 

As we say, we have no means of knowing how efficient 
either of these devices is, but the principle they involve is 
one that would tend to increase care on the driver's part 
instead of relaxing it as universal insurance coverage prob- 
ably does. It is entirely possible that further experiment 
with insurance regulation may indicate that we have got 
otf on the wrong foot and that care-enforcing legislation 
would be better for all concerned, if indeed legislation of any 
kind is ever going to help the situation. 

As a matter of fact, it might be well for us to try some 
time the experiment of strictly enforcing the laws we have 
instead of rushing into fresh debauches of lawmaking.

Grade Crossings 
Fatal to 1 of Every | 
9,000 U.S. Drivers 


D. N. Washington Bureau 

Washington, April 25.— The 
American Automobile Association 
figures that one motorist out of 
every 9,000 registered in the United 
States in 1925 lost his life in a 
grade crossing accident in that 
year. 

This compares with one out of 
every 65,000 in Great Britain and 
one out of 45,000 in France. 

The total number of grade cross- 
ing fatalities in the United States 
in 1925 was 2,206, while there were 
23 in England and 22 in France. 
The disparity is due in large part to 
the greater degree of protection in 
Europe, it was reported. 

Out of 232,755 grade crossings used 
by motorists in this country, only 
27,161 have any form of protection 
and 205,594 are entirely unguarded.

The Harrison Radiator Corpora- 
tion was originally organized in 
1910 under the name of Harrison 
Radiator Company, for the pur- 
pose of manufacturing and ex- 
ploiting the cellular or “honey- 
comb “type of automobile radiator 
invented and patented by Herbert 
C. Harrison. The original incor- 
porators were: Herbert C. Harri- 
son, who was elected president of 
the corporation; W. H. Upson, 
who acted as treasurer, and B. V. 
Covert, who acted as vice-presi- 
dent; Fred D. Moyer and Oscar 
A. Loosen. 

In 1913 the corporation was re- 
organized to take care of expan- 
sion of business, and the corpor- 
até name then adopted was Harri- 
son Manufacturing Company. 
Later on, in 1916, it was again 
re-organized under its present 
name; and in that same year con- 
trol of the corporation was taken 
over by United Motors, Inc. Two 
years later, in 1918, General Mo- 
tors Corporation acquired the 
company through the purchase of 
United Motors, and since that 
time Harrison has operated as a 
subsidiary of General Motors.

At its inception the company oc- 
cupied very small quarters and 
experienced the usual difficulties 
of manufacturing without ade- 
quate room or facilities. Within a 
very few years the business was 
moved to the plant formerly occu- 
pied by the American District 
Steam Company. This building 
was comparatively targe and it 
was confidently believed that it 
would house the business for many 
years to come. 

Expansion of business, however, 
exceeded all anticipation, and in 
1917 it became necessary to build 
an addition to the factory, con- 
sisting of a _ two-story factory 
building occupying half of a city 
block. A year or so later a third 
story was added to this building, 
and in 1923 the work of demolish- 
ing the old American District 
Steam Company plant and erect- 
ing on its site and other land a 
duplicate of this three-story 
building was begun, being com- 
pleted early in 1924. The factory 
now occcupies an entire city 
block, and with the adjacent prop- 
erty comprises over four acres. 
Including the Detroit factory 
branch there is a total available 
floor space of 400,000 square feet, 
with a capacity of two million 
radiators a year. 

At the present time there are 
roughly, 1,700 employees on the 
pay roll.
